Circulars 
addressed in 
general 
to the merchants and- manu. 
facturers of the United States have al- 
ready made theii initial 
appearance. 
They are 
from 
the ««Three Americas 
C o m p a n y , " with its offices in 
Boston 
and New Y o r k , and they unfold a se- 
ductive scheme for 
the developing of 
trade 
between'this 
country and 
the 
South American continent Under Sec- 
retary Blaine's well-known reciprocity 
plans. 


It is proposed to send out from the 
Boston a n d New York harbors, late in 
the spring, a fleet of merchant ships, 
sailing under the American flaj^, into 
the principal ports of all the lepublics 
of Central and South America, bear- 
ing 
displays of manufactured 
goods, 
merchandise 
and 
inventions. 
The 
American Armada is t\ie title given to 
this fleet, already under the process of 
formation. 
A conquest, not by force 
of arms, as of the historic Armada of 
the eastern 
hemisphere, 
but 
by 
the 
great arts of peace, is the design of the 
promoters. 


The interior of each, ship will be ar- 
ranged 
in, exhibition 
halls, and the 
Secretary of the Navy will be asked to 
send one of the big cruisers as a pro- 
tecting escort. 
T h e ingenious venture 
has been formulated under the general 
management of John W. Ryckman, of 
Boston, widely known as a director of 
industrial enterprises more or less suc- 
cessful. 
The circulars of the company 
have already been widely sent through 
out New England, and 
it 
is 
claimed 
that 
a 
good 
many 
applications 
for 
space for exhibits on the ships of the 
Armada 
have 
already 
been 
filed. 
There will be at least four ships in the 
fleet. 
Three of them are oh English 
build 
and 
an 
apparent 
stumbling 
block has arisen in the question as to 
whether they can carry the American 
flag into foreign waters. 
The compa- 
ny will 
try it at 
any rate, claiming 
that by chartering the vessels it has se- 
cured that right. 


T h e company claims in its circulars 
that it has received semi-ofiicial infor- 
mation that the government will ex- 
tend such encouragement to the enter- 
prise as ic can and that it is 
under- 
stood that Secretary Blaine will inter- 
vene in the company's behalf to have

man has said that letters received from

American cities 
state that port charges will

remitted, but 
every 
facility 
and 
courtesy will be extended to the visi- 
tors. 


He hopes to have the list of exhibits 
closed within a couple of months and 
announces 
that it is his ambition 
to 
return to the United States, when the 
Armada has 
finished 
its cruise, with 
orders from the Southern republics for 
at least ^2,000,000 worth of goods. 


The great 
manufacturing 
interests 
of Philadelphia 
and 
Pittsburg 
have 
naturally 
attracted 
the 
attention 
of 
the attention 
of the shrewd 'Yankee 
devisors of the unique Armada scheme 
who hope that their preliminary work 
will eventually warrant them in asking 
for their active co-operation, 
All such 
exhibits would have to be sent by rail 
to New York for shipment on the fleet 
from that point. 


T h e Armada's circular to the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the coun- 
try contain statistics that make an im- 
posing appearance and lend the New 
Englander's scheme an aspect attrac- 
tive enough to satisfy the most enter- 
prising Yankee. 
Of our total yearly 
exports It is figured that 80 per cent, 
go to Europe and less than 5 percent, 
to all America, and that ''a commerce

A colored man was found with his 
throat cut at Lancaster, Saturday night,

will establish a precedent in actions of 
this kind.

Livliiff Mou Tlctl to Crosses by tlic 
AVaysklc-^Falo of a Female Dan- 
' cor Who Maao a Misstep. 


DeOourvillc, who has jusfcreturuecl 
io Paris from Kotonou, on the Africnu 
coast, from the court of the King of 
Dahomey, briui?8 interesting and some- 
what seusational informatiou ia regard 
to the aufcics of that monarch siucc the 
uijrcemcnt upon terms of pence •with the 
Prcnch. 
De Courville rcachcd the capi- 
tal without any white companions and 
under the escort of a corps of Dahomojans 
who had been deputed to safeguard him 
by the King. , It was sliortly after the 
terrible expciiitiou 
against the Egbas, 
iipou which tribe Bedazia avenged his 
defeat at Kotonou, and several thousands 
of whom had been driven as prisoners to 
the Dahomey capital. AVithin about iive 
miles of Ab^mey, M, Do Courville was 
shocked by the spectacle of a living man 
tied to a cross near the side of the path 
pursued by him and his escort. The poor 
wretch was alive, but not far from dead. 
His face was swollen by the stings of in- 
sects and his whole body was scarred by 
their bites. 
The victim was tied tightly 
wnth a rope made of a vine whicb grows 
thickly in the Dahomey iorcsls» 
The 
rope had sunk deep into the llesh. 
The 
lower portion of the boiiy indicated that 
some wild animal had been gnawing at 
it. 
All the way to Abomey liundreds of 
wretches were exposed upon crosses, some 
of them dving and others dead. 
Do 
Courville, of course, dared not utter a 
word of disgust or pity. 
His guard told 
him that all these were Egbas captured 
in the recent raid and punished in this 
way for icsisting King Bsdazin, 
who 
claimed to be the lord paramount of the 
Egba country. 
In one place where 
a 
cross had stood was an immense python. 
The serpent had apjmrently been making 
some ciiort to swallow the man on the 
cross, for the latter was crushed to a 
jelly, and the cross lay iciuimbcnt and 
broken on the ground. 
But the pitiless 
rope of vine still held the remains to the 
timber and the scrpouc was disai)pointcd 
in its meal. 


The change from this horrible spec- 
tacle to the scenes of the capital was 
marvelous. 
Amazons in their uniform 
were hurrying about; troops 
of slaves 
escorted men over whose heads were 
held golden umbrellas, and whose lower 
limbs bore the blue garter, the Dahome- 
yan badge of nobility. 
All were con- 
verging towards n low and large build- 
ing in the centre of the town whose 
whitened walls contrasted with the pal- 
accs of cane and hardened mud surround- 
ing it, and in which dwelt 
the aristoc- 
racy of Dahomey. 
The low building was 
the residence of rovaU3^ 
Not more than 
twelve feet in height and coustrnctcd of 
sand brick plastered 
over, it was never- 
theless extensive and commodious, being 
quadrangular in fonn and 
extending 
about two hundred feet on each side, in- 
closing an ample court-yard. 
De Cour- 
ville was escorted into the court-yard 
and there, he saj's, he met a sight the 
grotesqvieuess of which 
will haunt him 
as long as he lives. 
On a chair, or throne, 
covered with lion's skin and shaded by 
an umbrella of gold and silver sat Beda- 
zin, the chair being on a platform raised 
about two feet above the level of the 


vard. 
On each side of the throne stood 
« 
a poAverful Amazon carrying a short, 
heavy sword with a bright, keen edge. 
About the King were ranged a score or 
more of his chieftains. 
On the opposite 
side of the yard was another platform 
raised at least three feet. 
Along the 
edge of this platform Avere imitations of 
lamp shades or reflectors, as if some one 
had tried to devise a theatrical stage as 
closely as possible under the circumstan- 
ces. 
On the stage twenty women were 
leaping and dancing. 


The King received De Courville as an 
old friend and caused a stool to be 
brought for him to sit dov/n on. 
The 
Frenchman had hardly been seated when 
one of the dancers made u misstep. 
The 
King was swift to notice it. 
He said 
uothing, but with his hand made a pecu- 
liar sign to the Amazins. 
The two 
guards strode swiftly to the stage. They 
¡¿eemed to know by instinct who was in- 
dicated, 
Seizing a young, iine-looking 
woman among the dimcers, they dragged 
her from the platforni and before she 
could utter a shriek she was beheaded, 
the head rolling almost to the feet of the 
King, 
The dancing went on just as if 
nothing had 
occurred, the remaining 


zcnian principle extending into all 
th- 
details of life. 
Many of tlio king's Ama^ 
zom are married women, the marriages, 
however, havinji taken place before they 
were drafted into the army, and in all 
these cases the husband slays at homo 
and cares for the children if there are any 
while liis wife goes to war. 
As soon as 
weaned tiie children are given in care of 
the fathers, who may be 'peen nursing 
tliem with renlly feminine devotion,while 
the wives and mothers are prancing 
up 
and dowu the country making 
other 
children fatherless. 
The husband does 
the rude cooking and attends to nearly 
all the simple wants of u Dahomcyan 
family. 


De Courville found that all the wives o£ 
a King are sacrificed at hig grave. 
Some 
of the women of Gelile's household arc 
living* or wore when De • Courville left 
Abomey; but it is a life worse than death. 
In a corner of the royal residence arc 
four apartments, walled up, all but a nar- 
row,square large enough to pass through. 
Here in solitary and separate confinement 
siu'vivc four of the widows of the former 
King. 
It appears that they shrank from 
perishing at his fuucral and were doomed 
thus to be buried alive. 
A chief M^ho 
accompanied De Courville back to Koto- 
nou explained to him in reply to a query 
that the living King did not feel that he 
had a right to take the King's widows,ns 
they were in his eyes still the property of 
the monarch Who had died, 


A peculiar privilcii'c granted to the fe- 
male warriors of Dahomey is the right 
of eacjx to claim one female Gai)iivo of a 
conquered tribe. 
The male captives all 
belong to the King, and since the slave 
trade on that coast has been practically 
abolished, they arc looked upon as al- 
most useless, cxcept for sacrificc. 
It is 
indeed chiefiy to get rid of prisoners that 
the wholesale slaughters are kept up, and 
ten victims perish in the coursc of a year 
in Dahomey for one that was killed in the 
early part of the century, 
M'hcn every 
man and woman could bo sold for value 
to slavers from America. 


The one redceminct feature of this des- 
pot, saysDe Courville, is devotion to the 
memory of his mother, who died twenty 
years ago, when the future Czar of Da- 
homey was yet a child. 
He has erected 
to her memory a costly monument of 
Italian marble, imported from France be- 
fore the 
opening of hostilities, which 
Badazin is said to have postponed 
iu 
order to secure the safe arrival of the 
tombstone. 
The inscription on it is in 
French, written by the King himself, and 
])ays a fervent; tribute to the virtues of the 
departed Queen who, it appears, had a 
slight strain in her veins of the Portu- 
guese de Souza blood. 
In* the negotia- 
tions with France, Bedazin is virtually a 
victor for. while he vields his claun to 
Kotonou, he receives a yearly compensa- 
tion from France more tnan equal to the 
customs receipts of that port, and he 
also retains possession of Whydah.—liao 
York Worhh

FUSXIBLK CUnnYCOMC. 


The currying of a thin-skinned horse 
is often an operation as trying to 
the 
temper of the groom as to the hide of the 
animal, and a considerable 
amount of 
practical philnnthrophy is embodied in 
such inventions as a flexible currycomb, 
which has recently made its appearance. 
This comb has a leather back and teeth 
made of coppered wire. 
The points of 
the teeth arc rounded and llcxible, and 
thus, while, cfl;ectually cleaning the skin, 
they obviate the exccssivc irritation suf- 
fered by many horses. 
It is claimed that 
by this construction ail the good i^oints 
of the softest rubber combs and those 
made with sharp teeth are combiucd, and 
thus one comb will take Iho place of 
two.— Chicago JS'cics. 


I5ARNS SUOri.D IIAVK GOOD LIQUT. 
One of the common faults of old barns, 
and to some extent of many new ones, is 
a lack of windows. 
Kot, 
however, the 
sliding ])icccs of board, which have been 
diguiiied by the name of windows, but 
which only let in light when 
they are 
open, and -which seldom closc tightly 
enough to keep out the wind and rain, 
but glass windows, which answer all the 
bcneflcent purposes for which such things 
arc made. 
Too many stables arc com- 
paratively dark at mid-day, and toward 
night bccomc entirely so. 
The dark- 
ness is a constant source of dissatisfaction 
to the owner of the stable, and to every- 
one who has to take care of the stock, 
and it cannot be comfortable for the ani- 
mals. 
In coming from the light yard to 
the dark stable, the cattlc must feel un- 
comfortable, and as dark rooms are pro- 
nounced unhealthy for people, it is jjos- 
siblc that the influence of dark stables 
upon the health of the cattlc confined in 
them is far from beneficial. 
Cattle like 
the sunlight, 
and it will pay to have 
windows enough in the barn to supply 
all the light they need. 
The light will 
be bcneficial to the cattle and to the men 
who take care of them, and will be fully 
appreciated by both 
of the jiaities.—

They show keen perception of the 
demands of the market by pioducing 
eggs and feathers, which bring better 
profits the year round than market broil- 
ers. 
Large 
flocks 
of from 1000 
to 
GOOO geese may bo seen on some of the 
best farms close to Amsterdam. 
The 
farmer drives his gec^c to market several 
miles distant, as we Avould a flock of 
sheep. 
They export large consignments 
of eggs and geese feathers to the JNew 
York commission houses each season, sell- 
ing them at a good profit and pay ex- 
penses of transportation. 


One of the largest duck farms located 
in the I\ew England States has been con- 
"lucted in such a 


manner that to-daj'it 
earns in net cash for its owner over 
$4500. The incubator is the powcr^ M'ith 
its next friend the brooder, 
while 
duck does her part as the egg producer 
and does it well. 
The average number 
of eggs to each duck during the year has 
been 157 eggs. 
This is an 
average 
among 2000 ducks. 
Certainly there is 
a right and wrong way of managing any 
business; in this example wo have suc- 
cess stamped upon it, 
brought about by 
perseverance and good, careful inanago-

The irorlil's Largest 
Lumber Mill. 


Few people know that at Port Blake- 
ley, only twelve miles from Seattle, is 
the largest lumber mill in the world. 
The huge machinery of this great mill 
occupies a building 102x448 feet long, 
while there is a fireroom 1(50x05 feet and 
a shop 170x50 feel. 
An army of about 
300 men work 
in and about the mill, 
while squads of loggerstoilin the woods 
and on the logging roads and among the 
rafts and booms to keep it 
a-going. 
During 1890 theiDroduct of this mill has 
loaded no less than 111 vessels, and the 
mill ran but two-thirds 
of the time. 
Geared up and in trim it could increase 
its great regulation cut from 300,000 a 
day to 500,000 or 000,000. 
The only 
diiiiculty would 
be in 
getting 
the 
colossal quantity of sawed lumber out of 
the way. That would be a real problem. 
It takes immense wharves and ships al- 
ways at hand to keep such u monster

llEMEDIES FOn BKE JIOTHfl. 


E. B. Havens asks if there is any way 
to prevent moths from getting into bee- 
hives. 
There is no moth-proof 
hive. 
The best remedy or preventive is to 
''keep all colonies strong," that they 
may fight their own battle against the 
moth, and destroy every moth, larva, or 
chrysalis at sight. 
With the frequent 
handling of movable combs, in 
the 
various operations incident to the season, 
a worm in any part of the hive can 
readily be detected and disposed of, and 
there is little excuse for allowing them 
to become numerous. 
A knife or other 
sharp-pointed instrument should be at 
hand to administer speedy justice, as 
everyone not destroyed soon becomes a 
host. 
Combs taken from hives in which 
bees have been wintered, and later in the 
season, such spare combs as the moth 
may have had access to, should be ex- 
amined, and if signs of its work arc seen, 
the combs should be placed in a box and 
subjected to the fumes of brimstone. 


If, from any mishap or carelessness, a 
stock becomes so overrun with worms 
as to be in danger of destruction, the 
bees should be removed and the hive and 
contents 
thoroughly 
fumigated 
with 
brimstone. 
If any Jjrood sliould be 
worth saving, let it ])e cut out and cared 
for. 
The combs unfit for any purpose 
should burictl or burned.—Farm^ Field

HOW TO COOK A nuSBAKD* 


Wo have liitely seen a recipe in an 
Enijlish 
paper 
consiibutcd 
by 
ouo 
which points out the modus 
operandi of preparing and cooking hus- 
bands. 
Mary states that a good many 
husbands arc spoiled iu cooking. 
Somo 
women go about it as if their lords were 
bladders and blow them up; others 
keep them constantly iu hot water, while 
others again freeze thenx' by conjugal 
coldness. 
Some smother them iu tlio 
hottest beds of contention and variance, 
and some keep them iu pickle all their 
lives—these women always serve them 
up as sauce. Now it cannot be supposed 
that husbands will bo tender and good— 
managed iu this way, but they are on 
the contrary quite delicious when pre- 
served. 
JIary points out her mannetr 
thus: Get a jur called tho jar of cheer-

now TO WASH FLANNELS. 


Flannel underwear and woolen stock- 
ings would last two or three times longer 
than they ordinarily do if they 
were 
properly waslied. 
Many people put'them 
in the general M*ash, and let them 
go 
through the same as any other piece of 
clothing—from hot water into cold. This 
is all wrong; one such wash will shrink 
and stiffen woolens so that they "will be 
very much smaller, and also harsh 
and 
thick. 
If properly washed, there is no 
necessity for woolen underwear or stock- 
ings becoming hard or discolored at all^ 
they should be as soft when worn out a^i 
they were when new. 
"White flannels of- 
ten assume a saffron tint after one ])ad 
washing, while with proper care they 
should remain white till they turn yel- 
low with age, 
| 


The first thing to do is to make a lather 
of lukewarm water and some pure white 
soap (Castile or borax soap is best); a lit- 
tle borax miiy be also added, or ammonia, 
two tablespoonfuls to a pail of water._ 
This will loosen the dirt, and also tend 
to keep the flannels soft. 
Put "your 
woolens in this, and rinse up and down 
a great number of times until the flan- 
nels seem clean. 
S6ap should never be 
rubbed on them, as it leaves a mark or 
hard streak wherever it is rubbed. 
Do 
not use a board; if there are any soiled 
streaks around the wrists or necks of 
shirts, rub between the hands. 
If tho 
dirt will not move without soap, rub 
the soap on the palms of 
the hands 
(not 
on 
the 
flannels), 
and 
then 
rub the flaEuels between them. 
When 
the flannels are thoroughly clean, squeeze 
them out carefully, and put them into 
the rinso water. 
This should be luke- 
warm (never hot) about the same tempera- 
ture as the water in which they have 
been washed. 
Rinse up and down until 
they are free from suds; then squeeze 
between the hands until you get them as 
dry as possible; never use a wringer, 
and try to do without even wringing with 
the hands. 
Hang up at once, and never 
let them lie in the clothes basket. 
Hang 
shirts by the shoulders at flrst, drawers 
by the belts, and skirts by the waistbands. 
When they are half dry, reverse the posi- 
tion, and let them finish drying. 


Scarlet flannels, if they are of good 
quality, will keep their color if washed 
as above and each detail carefully at- 
tended to. 
Some old housekeepers, 
however, prefer to take the following 
precaution in regard to red flannels iu 
order to be sure of their not iaaing: Mix 
a half cupful of flour with a quart of 
cold water, place over the flre, and let it 
boil for fifteen minutes. 
Stir this into 
the warm suds in which the flannels are 
to be washed, and then proceed asr^bove. 
Salt is sometimes used in washing colored 
woolen fetockings in order to keep them 
from fading, but wc have found it rather 
harsh, and prefer to wash them, as Avell 
as other \voolens, as we have just de- 
scribed. In winter the flannels are to be 
washed first before touching the other 
clothes, so that they may have plenty of 
time to dry. 
AVe prefer not to 
iron 
flannels, as they can bo smoothed 
out 
with the hands and laid into shape. 
II 
you prefer to iron them, be sure and use 
a warm iron (never hot), and press them 
on the wrong side,—Avimcaa Agricultxir-

It has three date hands, giving the 
present date, the old calander date 
and it gives ten days ten days notice 
to every event. It also gives the 
number of year and the moon in all 
its events. It strikes the hour, and 
one every two minutes, rings a bell 
every second. Every time it strikes 
the hour there appear eight figures, 
representing Joseph and Marv, the 
high priests and servant Moan and 
wife and others. Also the dovc^ leav- 
ing and returning to the ark, and af- 
ter they all disappear it plays two 
different beautiful tuBes. The clock 
and all its figures contain fifty-nine 
cog wheels, sixtuan rollers, four 
drums, five weighs, one spring, nine 
shifting leaves and three pulleys. 
This was a common clock and Mr. 
Mebring, with bis genius, planned, 
manufactured and attached it.
